iZwenty thousand people viewed the 
brilliant scene of beauty presented to- 
night in the Exposition building at the 
opening of the Southern California 
Orange Carniva!’s wonderful display. 
Long before the doors were opened 
holders of tickets thronged the en- 
trancé, and within an hour after the 
first admission card had been pre- 
sented 10,000 people blocked the aisles 
and uncomfortably filled the space 
alloted to spectators. The desire to 
be a “‘first nighter’’ at this novel ex- 
hibit seemed to be infectious. Every 
one who could go did so. .The carni- 
val is a success, and Californians in 
Chicago are proud and happy over the 
result. 

The management was no less sur- 
prised than was everybody else at the 
enormous throng which poured in upon 
them. Everybody who had attended

THE CHILIAN WAR. 


MARAU DING BANDSCOMMITTING 
AWFUL ATROCITIES. 


Seven Hundred Men Ki\led Ina Bat- 
tle Near Iquiquepehe Desert 
Strewn with Bones 
of Refugees. 


By Telcgraph to The Times. 

PANAMA VIA NEWYork, April 15.— 
[By the Associated Press.| Mail ad- 
vices from Arica state that many ref- 
ugees are coming from Iquique. The 
correspondent there writes that vaga- 
bonds are robbing, pluudering, mur- 
dering, violating women and commit- 
ting all classes of atrocities, while in- 
cendiaries are also engaged in destruc- 
tion and pillage. The goverpment of 
Chiliis reported to be engaged in es- 
tablishing an army 20,000 strong at 
Tarapaca. The distress along the 
south coast due to the revolution is ap- 
palling. 

The correspondent at Lima writes 
that 400 refugees who arrived on the 
last steamer were so destitute that 
they had to remain on the wharf. The 
commandant at Iquique was selling 
flour at 22 cents per pound. 

Fighting betweén the government 
forces aud rebels near Iquique fre- 
suited in a victory for tbe latter. 
About 700 men in all were killed. A 
Lima paper published a message from 
Iquique, received by the English 
minister, saying thatthe triumph of 
the rebels om the 7th of March 
was decisive and LBalmaceda’s troops 
were Xnocked to vieces. Hundreds of 
people bave abandoned the nitrate 


ilies, trudged across the desert to Iqui- 
que. The scene was of a nature which 
hardly finds an equal in the history of 
war. Mauny died in the desert, and 
their bones marked for many days the 
road to the now abandoned nitrate fac- 
tories. ‘

REFINERS COMBINING. 


German Beet-sugar to Be Kept Out 
if Possible. 

New York, April 13.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} RKeports bave been cur- 
rent for some da)son the sugar war- 
ket that a combination bas been 
formed between tue sugar trust, all 
eastern refiners and the Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association to acquire com- 
plete control of the sugar trade, It is 
known that negotiations haye been 
pending between the iudependent re- 
fluers, the sugar trust and wholesale 
dealers to handle ail the sugar retined 
in this country, aud boycott the refined 
sugar of foreign countries. So far the 
deal bas resulted only in an associa- 
tion of _ refiners. It is stated 
today that Ciaus Spreckels, E. C. 
Knight, Harrison & Frazer and ail the 
independeut sugar refiuers have en- 
tered into an agreement witb the trust 
to work in barmouy with its Mavagers 
and produce only their pro rata share 
of the entire production which shail 
be limited to saies made in advance by 
wholesale grocers. 

One of tue largest sugar dealers in 
the city said in reference to the agree- 
ment: refiners are now making 
a profit of only one-fitteenth of a cent 
per pound on the sugar handled by 
them. ‘They are restricted to this 
profit because at three-eighths of 
a cent per pound between the 
cost of refined and the seli- 
ing price, foreign beet sugar would 
come to the market in such quantities 
as to prevent the placiug of the prod- 
uct of Americau refiners. Today tel- 
egrams were received asking for quo- 
tutions on German beet sugar, and 
that article, favored as it is by the 
higb bounty to the producer from the 


German government, is looming 
up promptly as a menace 
to the refining business here. 

‘Lhere will be no attempt 


to boycott it, however, but individual 
refiners and the trust ‘acting together 
will take whatever steps they deem 
necessary to prevent it or any other 
foreign refined sugar finding a market 
bere.”’

A STRUGGLE WITH STRIKERS. 

English W-avers Charged Upon by 
Police and Soialers. 

LonpDon, April 13.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.} Ten thousand 
striking weavers assembied at Lrad- 
ford today to protest against the action 
of the munic.pal authorities in forbid- 
ding the meeting which the strikers 
bad arranged for yesterday.

spect slanderous. 1 haveno desire to con- 
ceal anything, or to avoid the utmost pub- 
licity regarding my connection with the 
business affairs of this county with 
reterence to the money that 1 may 
have received from its treasu:y. I have 
served the county faithfully and I have 
never received acentto which 1 was not 
entitled. Under the circ umstances, I feel 
that 1 am doing og more than making 
a justdemand when request that you 
shall immediately, and by such means as 
you deem proper, investigate the records of 
this county, as faraslam concerned, and 
aseertain the truth of the accusations which 
have been so flippantly made. I denounce 
them all as faise, and I cannot be righted 
unless such an examination is made. I 
suggest that your honorable body invite the 
editors ot THe Times and Herald, and ail 
those who have been criticising me, to 
furnish evidence in supportoof their charges. 
Such an examination cannot entail much 
expense, and it will notonly be satisfactory 
to me, Dut the tax payers bave a right to 
know whether or not their money has been 
disbursed.

Another Warrant Out for ex- 
Justice Lockwood. 


A NEW PIECE OF CROOKEDNESS. 


Important Decision by Judge Ross 
Regarding the San Bernardino 

Motor Road — Supreme 
Court—General Notes. 


Another warrant was yesterday issued for 
the arrest of ex-City Justice Waiter C. Lock- 
wood. M. Y. Biscailuz appeared at the 
District Attorney’s office and swore to a 
complaint charging the missing ex-official 
with the crime of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Mr. Biscailuz claims that on the 22d day 
of November, 1889, Lockwood came to him 
ina great sweat. He wanted $600, The 
grand jury was at the time engaged in in- 
vestigating his accounts. ‘They were short 
and he needed the money to make good the 
amount deficient, 

Lockwood told Mr. Biscailuz that the 
Chicago Lumber Compaay of Abilene, 
Kan., owed him $1500, He wanted a draft 
for #600 on them indorsed so that he could 
get the money. 

Updn this statement Mr. Biscailuz in- 
dorsed the draft for $600, Lockwood got the 
movey, made good his deficiency and all 
was well with him for a time. 

As might havé expected, the $600 
draft went to protest. Mr. Biscailuz was 
forced to make the amount good, 

Ever since be has been trying to get the 
money out of Lockwood, but his endeavors 
have failed. 

Saturday he was at the District Attorney’s 


‘office to make @ complaint, but could not 


get one. 

Yesterday he gotone, however. Whether 
it will be worth anything or not remains to 
be seen. 

lt iooks very much as though the bird 
had flown. Despite the fact that all the 
deputies and de.ectives of the District At- 
torney’s office have been on the trail no 
trace of him has been found. Unless 
brought back by the officers the prospects 
are this community has seen the last of 
W. C. Lockwood, ex-City Justice. 

. AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday Judge Ross decided the case of the 
Union Loan and Trust Company: trustee, 
against the Southern California Motor 

Company. 

This was a suit in equity brought to fore- 
close a mortgage executed by the Motor 
Road Company to secure the payment of 
$300,000 worth of bonds. The principal 
points of the decision are noted below: 

“in respect to the merits, the case shows 
that some time prior to the transactions re- 
suiting in the execution of the bonds and 
mortgage sued on, one Button was engaged 
in the construction of a motur road from the 
city of San Bernardino to the town of Cuol- 
ton, in San Bernardino county. He had the 
road partly built, and in connection with 
it, a street-railroad line in the city of San 
Bernardino. The idea wasthen conceived 
of organizing acorporation to acquire this 
property of Button and to extend the motor 
road to Riverside. * Accordingly the defen- 
dant motor road company was incorporated 
under the laws of California, with a capital 
stock of 10,000 shares, and to this corpora- 
tion the Button franchise and plant was 
sold, he receiving in consideration thereof 
5000 shares of the stock of the corporation. 
In February, 1888, ‘Taylor took the place of 
Joy on the board of directors, and succeeded 
Merrill as president. Although mention is 
made in the record of several assessments 
upon the stock of the corporation, it does 
not appear that any money was ever real- 
ized on or by reason of any assessment, On 
the contrary, the testimony of Taylor, who 
was one of the moving and controlling 
spirits in the proceedings here in question, 
is tothe effect thatno money was ever real- 
ized by assessments, but that the stock- 
holders other than Button and among 
whom, according to his testimony, -600 
shares of stock were distributed, advanced 
money from time to time as it was needed 
in proportion to the number of shares heid 
by them; that in this way 50 or 60 cents on 
the dollar was paidin money for the 600 
shares so distributed and for the balance 
“to make it paid up stock” “services”? were 
rendered by the respective holders, almost 
all of whom were directors of the corpora- 
aes and charges therefor allowed by the 


Hew much of these large sums was for 
“services rendered” and how much for 
“expenses incurred” does not appear, and 
yet these allowances were made by the 
unanimous vote of the four directors present 

at the meeting in which they were 
personally interested in 
gregate sum ot n 
which their co-directors were ietsseanes in 
the further sum of 

The case further shows that ata meetin 
of the board of directors held on the 18ih o 
January, 1888, there was presented to it the 
written consent and request of the holders 
of more than two-thirds of the stock of the 
corporation, “that the board of directors of 
said corporation borrow $300,000, in such 
manner aS May seem to them best, giviog 
such first r evidene security bonds or other 
security or evidences of debs as they may 
deem proper.” 

Under an order of January 19, however, 
100 of the bonds and 1000 shares of the 
stock of the Motor Road Company were de- 
livered to Joy, as trustee, for sale; and by 
Joy 25 of the bonds and 300 shares of the 
stock were sold to Samuel Merrill; 30 of the 
bonds and 300 shares of the stock to R. B. 
‘Laylor; 9 of the bonds and 90 shares of the 
stock to John J. Hewitt, and 3 of the bonds 
and 30 shares of the stock to S. H. Ferris, 
making in all 67 of the bonds and 670 
shares of the stock. The remaining 335 
bonds and 3350 shares of the stock, were 
subsequently returned by Joy to the corpo- 
ration. 

The circumstances of the present case, [ 
think, are such as to render the bonds taken 
and held by the directors invalid. The 
nine bonds sold and delivered by Joy to 
Hewitt, and subsequently, and prior to the 
commencement of this suit, sold by the lat- 
ter for a valuable consideration to H. J. 
Rudicill, who bas since held them. Rudicill 
testifies that at the time he bought the 
ponds he knew that the corporation had 
made default in the payment of interest 
upon them and that there was some contro- 
versy in regard to them, but that he con- 
sulted Judge Rolfe, who was an attorney- 
at-law and one of the directors of the com- 
pany, who told him the bonds were valid, 
and he bought them. 

A batch of $50,000 worth of bonds bought 
by J. KR. fobermar as an innocent party are 
heid to be legal. 

The thirty-three bonds returned by Joy 
to the Motor Company were subsequently 

ledged by ite president to the First 
National Bank of San Bernardino as col- 
lateral security fora preéxisting indebted- 
ness of $13,000. That the issue of the bonds 
of acorporation for such a purpose is in 
contraveation of the provision of the Con- 
stitution of this State was recently decided 
by this court. 

In California, the statute defines what 
propérty shall be subject to a chattel mort- 
gage, and includes “locomotives, engines 
and other stock of a railroad.” Andit de- 
clares that a mortgage upon such property 
is void as against creditors of the mortgagor 
and subsequent purchasers, and encum- 
brances of the property in good faith and 
for vaiue, unless itis accompanied by the 
required affidavit and recorded in the pre- 
scribed way. The power of the Legisiature 
to regulate the mode by which property 
uated within the State shall be Suprayes 
and encumbered cannot be doubted. he 
attachment liens of the bank 
must therefore be held superior to the com- 
plainant’s mortgage. For thesame reasons 
the chattel mortgage of the defendant 
Hooper, which conforms to the require- 
ments of the statute, must a held superior 
to the mortgage complainant. 

The bonds held valid being more than 
one-half of the outstanding bonds, the = 
in view of the provisions of the mort 
sued on and of the pieadings and proofs 
the cause, must be held to have been weil 
filed, and there will therefore be a decree 
in accordance with the views above ex- 
pressed.

done to the city. How the city has been 
damaged by any negligence ot Mr Eaton 
in either one of these matters, or why a suit 
should be commenced against him or his 
bondsmen, [ cannot imagine. The main 
supply ditch is an open canal, which bas 
beeu built for many years, and of sufficient 
size to carry ali the water. The fact that 
dirt and filth wash into this ditch made it 
necessary to pipe itat certain points. By 
instructions of the City Council, Mr. Eaton 
prepared plans for laying a thirty-inch 
pipe in the bottom of the ditcn for 
the purpose of carrying the water. 
These plans were reported to the 
Councila nd by it approved in last De- 
cember, and the pipe laid in compliance 
with the same. Mr. Eaton informs me that 
he notified the Council and the committee 
at the time that this pipe would not carry 
as much water as the ditch carried, which 
proposition is self-evident, as the pipe is 
only thirty inches, while the ditch is four 
or five feet across the bottom. In order 
that as much water may be carried as the 
ditch formerly did, it has now become nec- 
essary to iower this pipe below the bottom 


~ of the old ditch in order that it may carry 


its full quota of water, or to lay another 
pipe in the diteh, but Icannot see why the 
expense of either should be charged to Mr. 
Eaton. He has made no mistakes and has 
not been negligent. The mistake, if any 
was made by the Council, was in stinting 
the expense in the manner in which 
the pipe was originally laid” - Filed, 
“In regard to the erading of Hope street, 
whieh seems to have been graded off of the 
proper lines of the street, | am informed by 
r. Eaton that at the time the stakes were 


set for the grading of this street he gn- 


structed his deputy, who made the survey 
(Mr. Smith), to set stakes showing the cor- 
rect line of the street, and also to set stakes 


showing where the line of the street would | 


be if straightened; that be aiso instructed 
his deputy to inform the contractor why two 
lines of stakes were set, and to notify him 
that unless he could get the consent of the 
property-owners to his grading the street 
upon the straightened line that he must 
grade it upon the correct line as shown by 
the stakes.

DOCKWEILER ON THE SEWERS. 

The tollowing report of the Evgineer of 
his investigation of the work done upon the 
ceutral intercepting sewer was read: 

To the Honorable City Council—Gen- 
TLEMEN: In compli uce witb your instruc- 
tions of March 11, 1 have investigated-tne 
central intercepting brick sewer and would 
respectfully report as follows: 

1 have selected M. J. Darcy, a competent 
sewer bricklayer, to examine into and re- 
port upon the general character of the work, 
and his 1nvestigations fuliy Dear outall that 
has been said us to the inferior character of 
some of the materials and workmanship 
employed. As wili be seen the specifica- 
tidne have been violated as follows: 

‘The fluors of the chambers call for six 
inches of concrete and one-half inch of 
cement at the points of least thickness. ln 
sone places two inches only have been 
found. Hard brick arecallied for. An uné 
usually large quantity of soft brick are 
found on Seventh street. Mortar joints 
weil filled are called for. Ina great many 
instances these are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, That the quantity of cement used 
in making the mortar fell largely short of 
that required by the specifications, the testi- 
mony of the men engaged upon the work is 
very strong and conclusive. I herewith 
submit Mr. Darcy’s report, and so far as my 
investigation bas extended, 1 fully concur 
in the same. 

J. H. Vockwetler, City Engincer—Dear 
Sirk: Ip accordance with your instructions 
{ bave examined sections 1, 2 and 3 of the 
central intercepting sewer in this city and 
report as foilows: 

began my examinations at Sixth street 
and the river and continued to the corner of 
Jetferson street and Grand avenue. 

On Sixth street between theriver and Tu- 
lip street the sewer leaks very badiy, the 
aio" flowing through the joints of the brick 
work. 

At Sixth and Tulip streets the brick work 
in the chamber is not donein workmanlike 
manner; also the flooring of the chamber 
measures Only two inches in thickness ata

Continuing through the sewer between 
Seventh aid Tulip streets I find a great 
open joints tn the brick work. 
the floor of this chamber in the same condi- 
tion as the one at Sixth street. On Seve th 
street between Tulip and Lemon streetg, 
some portions of the work are very rough, 
atone point in particular the bricks were 
just “thrown in,” and an unusually large 
quantity of poor brick were found here. 

The chamber at Seventh and Lemon 
streets isin the same condition as the one 
at Sixth and Tulip. Going along Lemon 
street tothe warehouse the work is favor- 
able. Thechamber, however, at this point 
having only two and a haif inches of floor- 
ing; from there to Alameda streeta very 
poor class of work is found at some points, 
and the chamber at Alameda street having 
two and a haif inches of flooring aud about 
four inches at one point in the invert. I 
aiso consider the brick work rougiu in this 
chamber. Continuing along to the corner 
of Hawtuorne and Eighth streets | find the 
work favorable. ‘The flooring of this 
chamber measures two inches, and the 
invert four inches. Along Hawthorne 
street to [Twelfth street the work is favor- 
abie. From here to Fourteenth street the 
mud and water being up to the springing 
line of the arch, | did not make an exami- 
pation. Thechamber at Fourteenth and 
Hawthorne streets bas two and one-baif 
inches of flooring. I could not make an 
examination on Fourteenth street between 
this pointand Peru streets, owing to the 
great quantity of sand and water. At Peru 
and Fourteenth streets a number of open 
joints are found in the chamber, and the 
tlooring measures four inches. Owing to 
tne quantity of mud in the sewer | did not 
make any examinations on street 


between Fourtee th and Washington 
streets, The amber at Peru and 
Washington streets is 4 very 


good job. Going along Washington street 
west to Davarede street the work is rougniy 
constructed, a Jarge number of open joints 
veing found. From this point to Hill street 
is a good job; from Huil street to Grand 
avenue, & great many open joints. The 
Chamber at Grand avenue and Washington 
street is favarable. Ou Grand avenue to 
‘Twenty-second street, a good job. From 
‘Twenty-second street to Adams street (five 
biocks,) some very tough work at points, 
bricks jaid dry, in other words, no mortar 
between. From Adams street to Thirty- 
first, work favorable. From Thirty-first to 
Jefferson street. toomuch water; did not 
examine.

thing that an economical administration of 
the affairs of the city wiil not justify. Let 
the property holders build all the neces 
Sry ditches to avail themselves of the 
privileges thus affurded by the city. 
it is not to them worth the expense, 
of running the pipe to get the water onto 
their land, how can the city afford to do it? 
It may be said in reply that tee city will in- 
crease her revenue by additional sales of 
water; but if you look attherevenue de- 
rived from the sales of water as compared 
with the disbursements for the years 1586-7- 
58-9, since which time the reports are not 
available, it willbe found that the entire 
receipts from the sales of water were, dur- 
ing those years, in round numbers, $45,0v0. 
And the amount the city paid out auring 
that time, over and above the entire receipts 
pone a met loss to the city) was $230,000.

Portions of this territory not meeting with 
the ready as residence ivts which was 
expected by the owners, the city has been 
called on to replace the systems that these 
people may again use the water for irrigat- 
ing purposes (which is commendable an 
should be encouraged.)

SUMTER—THIRTY YEARS, 


It is thirty years since the ‘Nation 
was startled by thefallof Sumter. On 
the afternoon of the l4thday of April, 
1861, the fort was given up, after a 
heroic defense, to the rebels under 
Beauregard, and Maj. Anderson and 
his gallant little band marched out 
with flying colors. War had come!" 
There were thousands of hearts 
that recoiled at the tidings as 
if it were the death-knell of 
the Republic. The air wasdark with 
the prophecies of doubt. Consterna- 
tion, dread forebodings for the future, 
seized upon many a strong heart, and 
visions of adismembered Union and 
of-decaying strength made many loyal 
hearts faint and troubled. ; 

But in this supreme crisis of the 
Nation’s life the great North arose 
like one man for the defense of that 
flag which was then, as now, the em- 
blem of free government and sover- 
eign citizensh. The drum-beats, 
responding to the heart-beats of the 
hosts.of freedom, sent their. resound- 
ing echoes through every vale and 
mountain glen, through every city and 
hamlet in the North, and everywhere 
was beard the treadof marching men. 
Fre@fdeom was not dead, nor had the 
L perished. The bloodhounds ov 
treason might bark about the walls of 


Sumter, and her deep-mouthed can- 
non pour out their belching 
fires, while the leaden hail and 


bursting bombs blazed the bloody fur- 
rows of war, but the arm of Freedom 
was unsbaken, the Republic refused to 
surrender up it precious life. 

But four years of terrific strife were 
passed through, in which the largest 
armies that the world ever saw mar- 
sbaled were brought into action, be- 
‘fore we conquered. More than three 
hundred thousand of Freedom’s no- 

lest sons siept upon the battle-field, 
or died in prison pens or in the hospi- 
tal before the hosts of treason were 
disarmed, and final peace was won. 

And before that was accomplished 
the great work of emancipation had 
been wrought; the fetters that since 
the beginning of the Republic had 
held a whole race in bondage had been 
loosed, and the enslaved had been 


set free. Philanthropy and _pa- 
triotism kept pace with the 
march of our armies, and 


gradually had grown up in the public 
mind a loftier ideal of freedom. “A 
government of the people, for the peo- 
ple and by the people,”’ and a country 
without a slave—this was the purpose 
to find embodiment in our reéstab- 
lished Union. 

Looking backward over the thirty 
years intervening between us today 
and the fall of Sumter, we can trace in 
all the changes that bave transpired, 
ig all that the war accomplished and 
that has since been accomplished, the 
overruling hand of that Providence 
that sbapes the affairs of men and 
guides the destinies of nations. 

Revolution often means a step for- 
ward and upward, a quick advance, 
which by the slower processes of peace 
it would take an ordinary lifetime 
to attain. War taught us _ the 
necessity of action and the 
larger meaning of human liberty. We 
saw the handwriting upon the wall. 
We saw the mocking to liberty. that 
there wasinthe slave block and in 
the whipof the plantation overseer, 
No wore «as human flesh to be sold at 
auction ander the starry banner of the 
Repubiic. The slave must go free. 

Andinall the history of nations, 
nowhere do we find the story of more 
rapid advancement, of richer pros- 
perity, of more brilliant achievements 
than those which charactelize our own 
bistory since the war. Wonderful the 
discoveries that have been made, the 
inventions that bave been perfected, 
and the work that has been done since 
the return of peace. The North and 
South have been knit together by new 
| industrial ties; the East and the great 
Wes: have been united by bands 
of steel. Across the mighty 
spaces of a broad continent have 
the unending lines of rail- 
road been stretched, and also the light- 
ning-bearing wires, till we can whisper 
to each other from sea to sea, and make 
the journey in less than a week which 
before required mouths to accomplish

day. Now States have grown up, new 
cities have been builded, and, empire- 
like, spaces have been redeemed. from 
the wilderness. Today we are a 
mighty people of sixty-four millions of 
freemen, ‘The schoolhouse and 
the church the printing 
press have been planted from 
ocean to ocean. Westward Has Prog- 
ress steadily taken its way. The agri- 
culturist and the manufacturer have 
followed in its light. The Golden 
State, which during the war wasa 
land afar off, scarcely catching an 
echo of the great struggle which was 
ing the Nation, has become one of 
the active sisterhood of States, breath- 
ing the same airand sharing the life 
of the older States. Indissoluble and 
indivisible are the bonds that link com- 
monwealth with: commonwealth, and 
make one this Republic of freemen. 
The fall of Sumter was but the sym- 

bol of the downfall of treason and of 
slavery. It was the beginning of a 
new and grander period of national ex- 
istence. It was the ‘blessing in diguise’”’ 
out of which has grown the strength 
of greater unity and the far more 
enduring promise of time-long per- 
petuity. ‘A government of the people, 
for the people and by the people’”’ is 
the mightiest power in human govern- 
ments, one before which thrones will 
sooner or later totter and fall; and 
just so long as we are true to the prin- 
ciples embodied in our Constitution, 
true to the sentiments represented by 
the flag for which we fought, just so 
long will the American people grow in 
strength, in grandeur of achievement, 
in perfect liberty, in happiness and 
prosperity.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| But two facts could 
be added today te the public stock of 
information respecting the diplomatic 
entanglement with Italy, growing out 
of the New Orleans tragedy. One of 
these facts was that the State Depart- 
ment has not received any intimation 
from the Italian government that their 
last note must be answered before a 
given date, nor is such intimation ex- 
pected,for the Department feels that it 
is acting properly and it would be a very 
unusual course for a nation engaged 
in diplomatic negotiations to question 
the motives upon which the corre- 
spondence proceeded. 

The second fact is that Secretary 
Blaine’s answer to Marquis Rudini’s 
last note has not vet been forwarded. 
lt was probably the Secretary’s pur- 
pose to accompany the reply with an 
official statement toucbing the nation- 
ality of the New Orleans victims and 
other facts that were expected. from 
officials of the department of justice 
in New Ocleans. These reports have 
not reached Washington. Unless the 
Secretary is prepared to send the letter 
without these facts, it is not likely to 
go forward immediately. 

ITALIAN OFFICIALS RETICENT.

-SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

Some Important Rulings on the 
Tariff Laws. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[By the 
Associated ress.) The United States 
Supreme Court today aflirmed the 
judgments of the Circuit courts of 
Illinois and New Yorkin the customs 

casos of Seeberger, of customs 
at Chicago, against Farwell and 
others, and Magone, collector at New 
York, against Edward Lackmeyer, re- 
garding the proper rate of duty under 
the act of 1883 on importations of 
woolen dress goods, in which a very 
slight amount of cotton is mixed in 
order to lower the classification of the 


goods. 

The tariff act of 1883 provided that 
dress goods comprised in part only of 
wool should pay a duty of 5 cents per 
yard and 35 per cent. ad valorem, and 
when composed wholly of wool should 
pay 9 cents i" yard and 40 per cent. 
ad valorem. he importers, so as to 
secure a lower classification, intro- 
duced from 2 to 6 percent. of cotton 
into the goods. The evidence showed 
that the cotton could not be detected 
except on avery expert examination, 
and it cost as much, if not more, to 
mauufacture the goods with these cot- 
ton threads than if made wholly of 
wool. Accordingly .the collector im- 
posed the duty under the classification 
for all woolen goods. The lower court 
-held, and this court sustains their de- 
cision, that as Congress did not make 
any provision as to what amount of 


cotton must be in the goods in order to}: 


secare a lower duty, that the importers 
had a right to mix avy quantity of cot- 
ton, no matter however small, in order 
to secure lower rates. 

Justice Blatchford read the opinion, 
and Justices Brown and Gray dis- 
sented. 

The court, in the case of E. P. Mason 
and others against “Robertson, col- 
lector, held that bi-chromate of soda 
is dutiable at 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
and not at 3 cents per pound, under 
the provision for bi-chromate of pot- 
asb, as held by the collector.

A Wisconsin Land Office Besieged 
by Armed Men. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} W. J. Edbrooke of 
Chicago will be appointed Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury.

LAW VS. SCALE BUG. 


Vigorous War instituted Against 
the Pests. 
Under the amended act passed at the 


last session of the State Legislature 


_ relating to the suppression and control 


of injurious insects, all orchards, 
nurseries, trees, plants, shrubs, vege- 
tables, vines,fruit, etc., infested with 
scale insects, codlin moth, or other in- 
jurious pests, are declared to be a 
public nuisance.. 
The act then provides that wheneve 
any such nuisance shall exist at any 
place within their jurisdiction, or on 


the property of any non-resident, or, 


on any property, the owner 
or owners of which cannot be 
found by the County Board of Horti- 
cultural Commisgjopners aiter dili- 
gent search within the county, 
oron the property of any owner or 
owners, upou which notice aforesaid 
bas been served, and who shall refuse 
or neglect to abate the same, within 
the time specified, it shall be the duty 
of the County Board of Horticultural 
Commissgiovers to cause said nuisance 
to be at once apated by eradicating or 
destroying said insects, or other pests, 
or theireggs or larva. The expense 
thereof shall be a county charge, and 
the Board of Supervisors shall allow 
and pay tive’ same out of the genera! 
fund of the county. Any and all sum 
or sums so placed shall be and become 
alienon the property and premises 
from which said nuisance has been 
removed or abated, in  pursu- 
ance of this act, and may be 
recovered by an action against 
such property and premises; which ac- 
tion to foreclose all such liens shail be 
brought in the proper court by the 
District Attorney of the county, in the 
name and for the benefit of the county 
making such payment or payments, 
and when the property is sold, enough 
of the proceeds shall be paid into the 
county treasury of such county to sat- 
isfy the lien and costs; and the over- 
plus, ifany there be, sball be paid to 
the owner of the property, if he be 
known, and if not, into the court for 
his use when ascertained. The County 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners 
is hereby vested with power to cause 
any and all such nuisances to be at 


once abated in a summary manner. 


With the above for authority, In- 
spector Richardson bas started in to 
rid all the trees hereabouts of the scale 

t. He is at presentengaged at the 
ewitt tract on the east sides of Galens 
avenue, and will continue operations 
until the whole town has beer covered. 
Altertaking the necessary steps to 
discover the owner of neglected orch- 
ards, if unsuccessful, the work will be 
done atthe expense of the county, 
which, in turn, will become a lien on 
the property. 

The county horticultural commis- 
sioners will be in town on Thuraday to 
see what progress is being made. —

Chopped Off His Own Hand by Accident. 

Graham T. Holtzclaw, a well known 
young attorney, cnt off his own left 
hand with a handax. He had arrived 
home late for breakfast with a steak 
which he desired the cook, Mary, to pre- 
pare for him. In a good natured way 
he told her that if she would cook the 
steak he wouldcut some kindling. With 
a whetstone he sharpened a hand ax, 
the blade of which is about five inches 
broad, and proceeded to cut the kin- 
dling. 

Taking a soggy piece of pine block, he 
held it upright onthe chopping block, 
and aimed a heavy blow tosplitit. The 
block slipped as the ax blade descended, 
and the young man’s left hand was 
thrown under the blade. The blade 
struck his wrist at the joint, and the 
hand was completely severed, rolling to 
the ground beside the block. 

Holtzclaw seized the stump of the left 
arm in his right hand and called for 
help. The cook, with great presence of 
mind, held the arm between both of her 
hands tightly, stopping the spurting 
blood, and the injured young man called 
for a string. With a stout cord the 
stump of the arm was tied so as to 
effectually prevent bleeding.—Chatta- 
nooga Times. 


The Railroad Mast Pay. 

A verdict for $5,000 damages was ren- 
dered in the court of common pleas 
against the Western Maryland Railroad 
company and in favor of Mrs. Mary A. 
Herold. The accident for which dam- 
ages were claimed occurred on Sept. 17, 
1885, at the Wilson Sanitarium grounds. 
Mrs. Herold had taken a child to the 
sanitarium to spend the day, and in the 
evening with others boarded the car, 
which had been left on aswitch. Some 
one, presumably a child, released the 
brake, and the car started down a small 
incline toward the main track. A panic 
ensued among the passengers, and Mrs. 
Herold, who was then 68 years old, 
jumped to the ground, breaking her 
right shoulder blade and left leg. The 
verdict was for the full amount claimed. 
Col. Charles Marshall, counsel for the 
railroad, gave notice that he would ap- 
ply for a new trial.—Baltimore Sun.
